art of forgotting, There ma splendid fa- 
culty in that direction that wo all nocd to 
cultivate. We might, Hhrough, that pro- 
ocas, be ten times happlor and more usoful 
than we now are, Wo have been told that 
forgetfulness is a weakness, and eughy to 
be avoided by all possible means, So tar 
from waattieads my text ascribes it to 
God. It ia the very top of Omnipotence 


that God la able to obliterate a part of His 
and 


own memory. If wo repent of si 
abely aeck the divine forgiven 
record of the misbehavior Is not only cross: 
ed off the books, but God actually lots it 
rasa ont of memory, ‘Their sing and their 
Irtquities will [remember no more.” To 
romomber no more is to forget, and you 
cannot make anything else out of it, God's 
power of forgetting is so great that if two 
men appeal to Him, and the one mau, after 
a lifo all right, gets the sinus of his heart 
pardoned, and the other man, after a life 
of abomination, gots pardoned, God remom- 
bers no more against one than against the 
other, The entire past of both the moralist, 
with his imperfoctions, and the profligate, 
with his Mataveherlen! is as mach obliterat- 
ed in the one case aa in the other. For- 
gotten, forever and forever. ‘Their sins 
and their iniquitices will [ rémember no 
more.” 

This sublime attribute of forgetfalnees 
on the part of God you and I need, in our 
finite way, to imitate. You will do well 
to oast out of your recollection all wrongs 
done you. During the course of one’s life 
ho is suro to be misrepresented, to be lied 
about, to be injured, There are those who 
keop thoue things fresh by frequent rehoar- 
sal, If things have appeared in print, they 
heop them in their scrap book, for they cut 
these precious raphe out of the nowa- 
papers or books aud at loisuro times look 
them over, or thoy have them tied up in a 
bundlo, or thrust in pigeon holes, and they 
{frequently regale thomselyes and their 
frionds by an LE pa of these flings, these 
sarcasms, these falsohoods, these cruclties, 
T have known gentlemen who carried them 
in their pocket-books, so that they could 
easily get at those irritations, and thoy 
put their right hand in the inside of the 
cont pocket over their heart, and say: 
“Look here! Let me show you some: 
thing.” Scientists catch wasps and hor- 
nets and poisonous insects and transtix 
them in curiosity bureaus for study, and 
that is well. But these of whom I speak 
catch the wasps and the hornets and 
poisonous insects and play with them and 
pot them on themselves and on their 
frionds and geo how far the noxious things 
can jump and show how deep they can ;

Orops Prospects 

Great interest is still being manifested 
in the prospects for the crops by business 
menin most departments of trade. It 
appears that there has been too much rain 
in some parts of the country, and in 
several low-lying sections fieds are said to 
have been un or water. But generally 
the fields of grain are in splendid condi- 
tion and the spring wheat is coming on 
well. The meadows are covered witha 
rich growth that augars well for the cheese 
trade. The Ontario crop report will ~ber 
issued during the coming week, and it is 
believed that it will showa satisfactory ' 
condition of the crops, From allthat can 
be learned it is believed that the acreage 
of barley in Ontario will be considerably 
smaller than it was last year, But this of 
course, was the natural result ofa dis- 
appointing trade in last season's crop ot 
barley, the enormous duty on Canada 
barley exported to the United States get- 
tng away with the profits on che grain. 
The acreage offall wheat will probably 
show a emall increase, and peas and oats 
will likely average in mrt counties about 
last year's acreage.

The cable declined three shilliogs for white 
cheese in the past week, The first half 
of the June ought to be on the market 
soon, Last year it opened at 8c to 8$c 
The London Grocer says of the English 
markets:—-“A continued absenee of rain ) 
such as was complained of up to the mid- | 
dle of the week, has tended to lessen the 
make of cheese in this country, and as 
supplies of new come forward very tardily, 
while those of old season's make gradu- 
ally diminish, the aggregate amount of 
English cheese offering gets less almost 
every day, 80 that, with little inducement | 
for them to operate, buyers purchase only 
trom hand to mouth at about the rates 
previously given, 
sold have been at 566s to 68s, 
and they disappear as fastas they 
are yuton show. Canadian and States 
cheese have founda quieter market this 
week, but, as stocks of old ara virtually 
exhausted, prices are still firmly support- 
ed. White, through extreme scarcity, rea-

of white from all accounts, bas certainly 
been overdone, and as (he present offering 
commencesto show simply natural color 
buyers use that- feature through which to 
hammer the market. Colored goods 
probably represent most nearly the true 
market basis, and anything higher is a 
premium,”

The 
proposal of their Minister of Agriculture 
to establish a Provincial Dairy School is 
an important event in the history of the 
dairy industry. High authorities in the 
United States declare the best cheese and 
butter makers must come from dairy 
achools ; so that the establishment of one 
inQuebec is along the line of practioal pro- 
gress. We have at Tavistock, under the 
direction of the Dalrymon's Association, 
what ia called a Provineial Dairy School ; 
but the time has arrived when we ought 
to have one of a more permanentcharacter 
and better, equipped for the objects aimed 
at. The Ontario Government has been a 
pioneer in the way of promoting agricul 

ture ; and it would not be pleasant to see 
Quebeo go ahead of ts in any respect.

THE MILITARY CAMP. 


Active Preparations Will bo Commonced 
on Saturday 

On Tuesday next June 21st. the fourth 
military district will go into camp at 
Belleville. The prospecta are that a 
large number of men and cavalry will be 
in the city.

MORE FIRES AT DESERON (10 


Tho Deroronto Car Works Partiy Des- 
troyed by Fire 
At 6:45 o'clock last evening fire was 
discovered at the Deseronto Car Works 
owned by the Rathbun Company and an 
alarm was given.

The loss is estimated rt 15,000, 
which 's largely covered by insurance 
The firemen did good service and deserve 
credit for their energetic word in coping 
with what threatened to be a great con- 
flaguration. - Fortunately the wind which 
had blown a gale all day, had subsided. 
Had it occurred earlier in the'day it is im- 
possible to say where the work of destruc- 
tion would have ceased.

THE 1 WO ELAOTIONS, 

The British parliament will be dissoly- 
ed next week and the writs will be at 
once issued for a new election, and be- 
fore the end of July the whole afiair will 
be over, after an exciting but brief cam 
paign. 

The difference between an election 
there and in theStates is this year biought 
out in striking contrast. In Britain only 
a few weeks will elapse between the be- 
ginning of the agitation and the end, If 
Salisbury is sustained the course of gov- 
ernment will dow smoothly on with scarce 
If Gladstone wins, as is likely, 

Salisbury will resign, Gladstone 
will take his place and the 
new government will at once take up the 
threads of public -business, No officials 
will be dismissed and the change of ad- 
sainistration will be scarcely perceptible to 
the couatry or the world at large. 

In the States, on the other hand, the 
political contest began there months ago 
and will go on in ever increasing intensity 
till next November, so for nearly a year 
the country will be ina ferment of excite- 
ment, business will by almost paralyzed. 
and then, if the Democratic candidate be 
elected, what a change there will be! 
When he assumes office the effect will be 
felt even into the remotest hamlet. Thou- 
sands of officials who have but barely 
learned theit duties, will be ejected from 
office to be replaced by party hacks who 
know nothir.g about the work that will 
devolve upon them and who in tufn may 
themselves be dismissed after the next 
election when they have scarcely yet learn- 
ed how to efficiently discharge their 
duties. 

The difference as to costis also very 
marked. The Americans have much to 
say about the cost of royalty, but the cost 
of royalty does not begin to equal the 
cost of a presidency. TheMinneapolis 
convention alone probably cost as muc 
¥s the whole British election will cost, 
An if we add to chis the cost of the whole 
contest from its inception ab the State 
conventions a few months ago till the last 
vote is counted in November, and add to 
this the loss entailed on the commerce of 
the country inconsequence of the long 
drawn out contest, we will have an agge-

At the beginning it will 
lave as 4 working basis three large aud 
complete manufacturing plants, In the in- 
stitution those who manage the industries 
will teach the methods, the arte, the se- 
creta, the sciences of the. Industries which 
will finally be embraved under the care of 
the colony. For the womeu and girls’ de- 
partment one of the Inte professors of Wel- 
jcaley College—the greatest inatitution for 
girls in tho United States—has been 
secured to take charge of the 
Normal — Industrial Department for 
irls, This is the Indy whom Sir 
dwin Arnold suid was one of three of tho 
best educated women whom he had over 
inct, She is now lecturing in the United 
States on the uses of fuel gas and instruct 
ing Indies in the large cities how to use the 
same for cooking.

TRADE WITH CANADA. 


The Presidont’s Measnge Laid lefore the 
United States Sonate and Referred 

Wasiunxoton, June 21.—A message from 
the President in relation to reciprocal 
trade with Canada was Jaid before the 
Senate and refori 

The State paper is an answer to a reso- 
lution of Fob. 24 last, calling for informa- 
tion relative to the reciprocity negotiations 
with Canada. 

In itthe President sounds the knell of 
that project by deliberately, in effect, re- 1 
commending that Congress proceed to re- 
taliate upon the Dominion for its porsiaten’ | 
denial of the rights of American citizens 
(guaranteed by the treaty of Washington) 
in connection with the navigation of Oana- 
dian canals. 

The message concludes: 

“In view of the fact that the Canadian | 
commissioners still contest with us the 
claim that tho canal tolls are discriminat- 
ing and insist that they constitute no letter | 
or spirit of article 27 of the treaty it would 
seem appropriato that Congress, if the 
view held by tho Executive is approved, 
vhould with deliberation and yet with 
promptuess take such steps aw may be | 
necessary to secure the just rights of our 
citizens.” ,

Inthe morning de took for his text 
Hebrew, NIL—1 “ Wheretore seeing we 
also are compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witne let ua lay aside ev 
weight and the sin that doth so easily 
beset us, and letus run with patience the 
race that ia set before us." The speaker 
first explained that the words of the text 
had reference to the ancient Roman and 
Grecian games when « contested for 
prizes and the laurel crown of victory. 
Each contestant was stripped for the race, 
he laid aside every weight and put forth 
all his energy. Each racer wore his own 
color, and inthe vast amphitheatre all his 
friends wore the same color, and it’ was 
the face that bis friends were watching 
him and were cheering him on to 
victory that formed one of the chief in 

centives to success. And in view of the 
fact that we also are encompassed about 
by so great a cloud of witnesses, in view 
ol the fact thatall the hosts of heaven, 
all our friends who have gone before, as 
well as the friends and the church of Jhrist 
upon earth, are watching us, let us lay 
aside every weight and run with patience 
the race that is set before us. Who are 
in this race? Only those who will enter, 
who are willing to enter, who will comply 
with the conditions. No oneis forced in, 
all must be voluntary contestants, Only 
those who come in the right way, only 
those who were faithfulto the end, can 
secure the crown of victory. 

How can that victory be assured? Ask 
the great cloud of witnesses, some of whom ¢ 
are enumerated in the previous chapter. 
For these men are not witnesses merely 
io the sense of being onlookers, «hough 
they are thatas well, but as giving testi- 
mony as to how the race can be success- 
fully won.. Why was Abel's sacrifice ac- 
cepted? Because of his faith nGod, By 
faith he offered a more acceptable sacri- 
ficethan his brother. Why was Enoch 
translated? Because by faith he was en- 
abled to walk with God, to 
lay aside all sinful associations, 
all weights that would hinger 
him in his race—he walked so near to God 
and to heaven that he was not, for God 
took him. Why was Abraham called the 
frend of God? Because he was the father 
of the faithful, because he shrank from no 
sacrifice, even of the offering of his son, 
because he ran with patience the race set 
before him. And so with Gideou and 
Barak and Samuel and David and the 
prophets andthe great and inumerable 
cloud of witnesses. 

Some say the race is hard, that only 
those win who are goadod and urged on. 
This shonld not be so, The laws 
of the spiritual world are as easy 
as those of the natural world, Is it hard for 
the mother to love and sacrifice for her 
child 2? No, it is easy, it is a pleasure, she 
cannot help it. Is it hard for the patriot 
to fight and if need be die for his country? 
He cannot help it, and he goes forth joy- 
fully to meet the foe. And love to God, 
faith in him and faithful service for him

{In an address before the Rastern Dairy- 
men’s Association in 1890, Prof, J. W. 
Robertson, Dairy Commissioner for Can- 
ada, said : 

“During the last season on the Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa the cost of grow- 
ing a crop of corr, counting the rent of! 
the land, the cost of the manure (4 value) | 
cost of seed, labor of filling the silo, ete. 
was $1.34 a ton, We are feeding cows on 
fifty or sixty pounds of corn ensilage a 
day and they are thriving onit, We will 
be fzeding some steers alsoon corn en- 
silage alone and I know that they will do 
well on 60 poundsa day. 50 pounds en- 
silage cosis $% cents andthe manure is 
worth the work of feeding. You will 
readily perceive that a farmer can winter 
just four timss as many headat 34% cents 
aday as he can if the feed cost 14 centsa 
head as it ordinarily does, Sixteen tons 
per acre ofcorn isa reasonable yield, and 
that quantity willdo for, asfar as fodder 
is needed, four cows for five months anda 
half, while an acre of average hay will not 
carry one cow through the winter. 

A gentleman writing from Montreal 
says that the steamship companies provide 
every facility for the careful handling of 
the cheese, but notwithstanding the great 
percautions that are taken a great many 
boxes are broken. In some cases they 
split ; in others the bottom falls out; and 
in some cases they are useless altogether. 
This is due to the inferior quality of boxes 
used by some factorymen. In some cases 
there would be alot trom one factory 
without a broken box, whereas in the nex 
lot half would be damaged. This causes a 
great deal of trouble and annoyance to the 
steamboat companies, and must certainly 
result in loss to the shippers.

EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS IN MEXICO. 
‘They Cause Great Disaster nud Seriously 
Injure Several Porson 

Guapanasana, June 29.—The people of 
this city and surrounding country have 
been in a state of terror for tho 
days on account of repeated shocks of 
earthquakes, which have been the most 
serious over felt hero, 

The first shock occurred on Friday night 
and lasted 13 seconds, the vibration run- 
ning from southwest to northeast, The 
glass in windows were broken and plaster- 
ing in many buildings was cracked. Hun- 
dreds of peoplo took refugo in the streets. 

At daylight Saturday morning a second 
shock occurred, causing great disaster. No 
less than 100 buildings were complotely 
wrecked, Soveral persons were seribusly 
injured, but none killed. 

Since then several shocks have been felt. 
The Colina volcano, south of here, is in 
active cruption.
